A yeply to: this by a_ ‘ Sinologue.” 
says :—'*Dah-Deo’s ’”.. pidgin’ English 
is somewhat far-fetched. “That is the’ 
worst point about the “pidgin” English 
apoken by “most foreignors. Like those 
writers. who introduce fanciful Chinese 
characters into their tales, they imagine 
that “pidgin”. English consists in the 
complete interchange of certain con- 
sonants, €.7-, of every 7 for an ?. and, if 
possible, every 2 for an r, the addition of 
the vowela ce wherever and whenever 
possible. and other absurd and unlikely 
distortions and substitutions : 

“Pidgin” English, as it is spoken by 
the Chiucae of averago culture, has all 
the erratic charm and pleasant simplicity 
that. combine astern thought and 
Western expression. But the ‘pidgin.’ 
English that is propounded and utibized 
by. thosy persons: whose imagination is 
more fertilé than aceurate is a nauscony 
jargon which, if at-all, is attributable 
only 'to the “coolic’” classes and should 
bo discouraged from. use as a ridiculous, 
unwholesome and cacophonous method of 
intercourse between Chinese and | for- 
vigners, : , 

Another currespandent. writes Ay a 
humble student of things linguistic 1 
claim some knowledge of that peculiarly 
fascinating lingo, called pidgin-English, 
and although I am in thorough aceord 
with tho idea of cultivating the King’s 
English in our intercourse with cour 
Chinese “friends, a ‘great many of whom 
possess a wonderfully correct. knoWledge 
of dhe pure language, I foresee the 
difficulty, if not the impossibility, of 
abolishing the hybrid language of which 
wo baye heard so much of late. Besides, 
when spoken by'a master it has a peculiar 
charm of peety and fancy, to a degree 
incomparable with ‘any other language 
with which [ am acquainted.. It 1s for 
ihe sake of that phase of its nature that 
T-would tike to’ put in a plea for its 
‘preservation—not asa Jogitiniate means 
of communication hetween two persons 
neither of whom ‘require its help, 
the samo reason that wo preserve the 
ashes of a dear departed friend ‘in ‘an 
nrn on our bookshelf, and take him down 
occasionally: and fondle him. : 

We know, of course, the 
development of pidgio-English, but con- 
sidering the purposes it has gqurved, and 
still serves ; the, case with which natives 
of this country and non-Britishers . ac- 
quire a mastery of it; the fuscinating, 
child-like nabure of its charming simpli- 
city, and the romance and poetry sur- 
rounding ‘its etymology I refuse to be- 
lieve that its death is possible. And 1 
hope it will survive—not, as I said be: 
foré, a8 a substitute for the pure article 
when that is procurable, but as a lngiti- 
mato ‘means’ of communication between 
parties whe have neither. the leisure nor 
the opportunity to acquire the genuine 
tongue. Frenchmen will forgive. me for 
making the trite statement that they are 
the worst linguists in the world, und yet 
I have known a Frénchinan . who was 
the must proficient pidgin-English lin- 
guist I have, ever heard. ‘His fluency 
and accuracy of diction was astonishing, 
nud his vocabulary was perfect. But he 
could not construct a sentence of ten 
wordy of King’s English without sinning 
against, every rule of syntax. If you 
compe! such a man (and there are a 
good many like him) to adopt the pure 
language he will never, be. able to: com- 
municate rationally with the natives— 
not even with his cordial British friends 
across the Yangkingpang. 

For myself, 1° have often Juboured 
under similar difficulties and have. had 
reluctantly to take refuge in’ tha ever 
handy pidgin. Tho ‘other day I was 
slowly meandering in the company of a 
Chinese friend in a sacred garden. With 
get faces, slow gait and solemn exterior 
we wended or way among the rows of 
the departed. We read the inscriptions 
on ‘tho tombstones and translated as 
well as I.could. Presently our attention 
was arrested by an unusual inscription. 
“What thing?” My friend looked at me 
inquiringly. . ‘© Blong allee same Man- 
dalin talkce. ‘Too muchee topside ‘galoe 
10,’ I explained. But my

THE EMPEROR ON THE FLAG. 


nic _ Berm, June igth. 

: seeordlang to" an 
peror William, on hid way to Kiel, where 
he arrived to-day for the regatta, attend- 
ed the North German Yacht Ciub’s re- 
gatta on tho Lowor Elbo and delivered 
a speech at a banquet. The.dinner was 
held last night on board the Hamburg- 
American liner Vietorte Lutse: As usual, 
the Eniperor’s health was proposed. by 
the Burgomastor of Hamburg, Dr. Bur- 
chard. He spoko of the Emperor's 
interest. in yachting and’ alluded as 
follows to the Emperor's choice of the. 
namo daperator for the nowest Hamburg- 
American liner:—Your Majesty is not 
and docs not desire to be an Emperor 
in the sense _of the maxim Drordy et 
impera, but in tho sense’ of o vigorous 
wolding togother of the vich'and mant-! 
fold forees of the German people into | 
a Deutschtum which proudly claims the 
place for which it knows itself fit-and'! 
of its own right decides its own destinies, 
while at the same time desiring to live! 
in peace and friondship with other ! 
nations in full recognition . of their | 
equality and right to decids their own 
destinies. We demand for ourselves, 
just- as we deny to no other Power, 
freedom of, competition on Jand, on the 
water, and in the air, Suan curque! 
So with your Majesty thinks the German 
people, and not least the citizens of the 
Hansa towng which, when they were stil! 
free cities of the [Holy Roman} Empire, 
were over loyal to the Emperor. 

The speaker remarked that in the 16th 

contury the Dutch called German traders 
‘Sea Germans" as distinguished from | 
“ High Germans.” To-day they were oll 
in a certain sense “Sea Germans,” for 
they alt had thoir joy in the sea and in 
the navy and in Germany's colonial’ pos- 
sessions, 
In his reply the Emperor warmly 
thanked the Burgomaster for his speech 
“flaming with patriotism,” which, he 
was sure, had carried «them all awny. 
His Majesty proceeded :— 

We have seen from your eketch how 
throughout: the centurics the history of 
our kmpire and people, although in the 
main a Continental Empire and people, 
has yet ever been connected wrth the 
sea ond the water and has more or less 
been’ influenced thereby, As you point- 
ed out, all that was lacking was the 
cunion of the national forces, That fine 
and interesting and for a time power- 
ful. growth, the Hansa, was doomed to 
pass away because it lacked the backing 
of Imperial powor. ‘Through the crea- 
tion of the Empire under my grand- 
father all that has changed and’ the 
Germas trader can now go quietly 
along his-way not under a forcign flag, 
but under his own fag, and one can 
strain all his abilities to the full and 
be aure that where it. is necessary the 
protection. of the Empire is at his back. 
‘That is possible only when all one] 
forces ate gathered together under our 

- German flag. eae : 

“But, as you all. know, gentlemen, the 
flag must Hy in honour, {ta sheet must 
“nat -heedleasly be unfolded to the winds. 
‘Tt nvst not heedlessly be planted where 
one is not sure of being able to defend 
it. You will understand why 1 have 
proctised reserve ‘in regard to the 
spreading of the German flag. where, 
perhaps, it was wished and desired by 
many aone I have let miyself be gnid- 
ed by an old Hanseatic principle which 
is inseribed jnbold iettors on the 
Rathhaus at Litbeck :~-‘' It js easy ta 
fasten the flag.to the mast, but, it costs 
much to haul it-down egain with hon- 
our.” L think, gentlemen, that 1 can 
: well claim that hitherto throughout ‘ny 
reign nobody has come too near to the 
honour of our flag. And for this | 
can pledge myself, for this 1 can stand 
that wherever you go forward. my 
fag will follow you. (Gries of 
“Pravo!l’) So it is in great things 
and in smal, Every man: hoists his 
flag i the morning and hopes for 
victory. Not every man succeeds. Wo 
rejoice, however, that this Elbe regatta 
day has brought together not only Ger- 
tnan craft, but many , vessels of a 
related ond friendly people and mado 
the regatta a picture of many colours. 
Thereat we will rejoice, and once more 

from my. whole’ heart E express here 
my hope that sailing and water. sport 
ma thrive and prosper on the Elbe 

and on the Baltic, in,inland waters and 
on tho sea, 

The Emperor concluded by drinking to 

the. prosperity of Hamburg and all the 
assembled yachtsinen. ” 
Such Press comment as has yet appear: 
ed is cautious and superficial, and 
neither the Radical nor the Chauvinist 
Press seems to know quite what to make 
of the Emperor's skilful and delicate 
allusion to the demands last year for 4 
German’ oceupation of Morocco. On the 
whole it ie hardly. likely. that. thore will 
‘bo a revival, of controversy about the 
Agailir policy and such ‘part as the Em- 
peror had in. it, and it may be recog- 
nized that after 12 months of patienco 
this Majesty is amply entitled to this

RADIUM LNIWALATION. 

The radium cure of rheumatisin and
